Playing  in  the  101st  year  of 
college  football,  the  Cou- 
gars compiled  a  very  respect- 
able 4-3-1  record.  Regard- 
less of  the  score,  the  grid- 
iron heroes  managed  to  pro- 
vide excitement  for  the  spec- 
tators. The  Cougars  were 
spectacular  in  victory,  but  in 
defeat  they  were  magnificent. 
Senior  Co-captain  Dennis  Meu- 
nier qualified  as  one  of  the 
best  if  not  the  greatest, 
quarterbacks  in  Concordia  his- 
tory. In  his  three  years  at 
this  position  he  has  shattered 
nearly  every  passing  record  in 
the  book.  During  the  1970 
season  alone  he  completed 
48.5%  of  all  his  passes  for 
1211  yards  and  11  touchdowns. 
His  career  mark  is  277  com- 
pletions in  543  attempts  for 
51%,  3983  yards  and  34  touch- 
downs. 

Other  graduating  seniors  who 
made  fine  contributions  to  the 
squad  were  Co-captain  and  end 
Al  Schmook,  center  Dale 
Clark,  punter  and  split  end 
Jim  Conrad  (26  receptions  for 
467  yards  and  4  touchdowns), 
linebacker  Mark  Kammrath, 
tackle  Steve  Koerner,  tackle 
Jim  Oelrich,  defensive  back 
and  placekicker  Dave  Reinking 
(64/74  PAT's  for  .864  mark  in 
last  three  years),  safety  Bill 
Scheiwe,  halfback  Cliff  Wal- 
ton (4.1  rushing  average  and 
a  national  N.A.I. A.  ranking 
of  8th  in  kickoff  returns  with 
a  27.3  average)  and  halfback 
Paul  Zwintscher.  The  Cougars 
were  successful  all  five  times 
they  attempted  the  two-point 
conversion  (15/17  on  kicks). 
This  added  dimension  enabled 
the  team  to  stay  in 
the  running  even  though  the 
scores  were  not  indicative  of 
this  strategic  technique.  The 
offensive  and  defensive  line- 
men contributed  backbone  to 
the  team  also  as  shown  by 
their  steady  efforts  to  block 
and  tackle.

Concordia's  1970-71  varsity  basketball 
team  finished  the  season  with  a  9-1  5 
record.  It  was  not  the  kind  of  season 
that  many  would  call  good,  but  in  spite 
of  the  losses  the  Cougars  managed  to 
break  two  team  records.  They 
established  new  single  season  records 
for  total  free  throws  attempted  (787) 
and  total  free  throws  made  (526). 

Several  individuals  were  impressive  for 
the  Cougars.  Sophomore  guard,  Jim 
Piatt,  established  a  new  record  for 
number  of  assists  during  one  season 
with  107,  surpassing  Rob  Mueller's  old 


mark  of  106.  Al  Schmook,  co-captain, 
had  a  fine  season  finishing  third  in 
rebounding  and  fourth  in  scoring  behind 
the  other  co-captain,  Gary  Pikalek. 
Gary  finished  only  four  points  behind 
Dave  Heiden  in  scoring  and  converted 
the  most  free  throws  (171).  Gary  was 
an  all-conference  selection  for  the 
second  consecutive  year  and  moved  up 
to  twelfth  place  among  the  Cougar 
all-time  scoring  leaders  with  700  points. 
Junior  guard,  Dave  Heiden,  was  the 
leading  scorer  with  322  points  for  a 
1  3.4  point  average  per  game.  He  was 
second  to  Piatt  in  assists  and  led  the 


Cougars  in  free  throws  making  1  1  2  of 
140  for  a  striking  80  percent.

The  '71  Cougar  track  team  under  the 
direction  of  Coach  Harold  Brockberg 
completed  a  successful  season.  Of  the 
five  dual,  triangular,  and  quadrangular 
meets  CTC  participated  in,  2  firsts  and  3 
second  place  finishes  were  recorded.  At 
the  annual  Viking  Olympics,  the 
cindermen  finished  sixth  in  the  ten  team 
competition.  In  defending  their  Northern 
Illinois  Intercollegiate  Conference 
crown,  the  Cougars  finished  second  to 
Trinity  of  Deerfield.  At  the  Elmhurst 
Invitational,  the  trackmen  compiled  a 
total  of  27  points  to  finish  sixth  in  the  1 4 


team  field.  Dan  Kimble,  a  junior 
transfer,  led  all  individuals  in  point 
totals  for  CTC.  Closely  following  Dan 
were  Lynn  Pelletier,  a  senior  and  Dan 
Schlensker,  a  junior. 

The  spring  season  saw  four  CTC  track 
records  broken.  Chuck  Dreesen  lowered 
his  own  mile  time  from  4:28.1  to  4:27.6 
in  the  440  yard  dash,  Lynn  Pelletier 
dropped  his  own  record  from  50.9  to 
50.5  seconds.  In  the  440  intermediate 
hurdles,  Dan  Schlensker,  with  a  56.2 
clocking,  bettered  his  own  record  by  .4 


seconds.  And  finally  in  the  mile  relay, 
the  old  record  of  3:27.7  was  lowered  to 
3:26.6  by  the  team  of  Dan  Schlensker, 
Paul  Zwintscher,  Dan  Kimble  and  Lynn 
Pelletier.
